VENEREAL CASES. 


1s of very little importance to the Public to con- 
ſider the private motives of a perſon, when he 1s 
communicating the means. of doing a general benefit 
to the community. If he attains that end, their 
purpoſe is anſwered. --—- 
The virulence of the Venereal Hias has, ſince 
its introduction into Europe, committed dreadful 
ravages upon the human ſpecies. This peſtilence, 


new in its appearance, and dreadful in its effect, was 


brought from America, to which it was peculiar, into 


Europe, where it at once aſtoniſhed and ravaged the 


human race. All the experience and learning of 


antiquity, in the hands of the moſt enlightened phy- 


ficians, was inſufficient for managing this unruly dif- 


temper. Like the world from whence it came, every 


thang 
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thing belonging to it was new to Europeans. The | 


virulence with which it then raged, for the breath 


of an infected perſon communicated the diſeaſe : z the 


quickneſs with which it ravaged the human frame; 
and the loathſome inveteracy "with which it extermi- 
nated whole families, accompanied with the ſtrange- 
neſs of its appearance, and the unaccountableneſs of 


its ſymptoms, rendered all medical aſſiſtance fruitleſs. 
Chance, and not method, directed the enquiries of 


phyſicians; they knew er the nature of the com- 
plaint, nor the remedies that ſhould be applied to it. 


New remedies were contriving r daily „which experience 


pr oved to be ineffectual. One practitioner hit upon 


this ſpecific, another upon another; the event in 


general was unfavourable, until the vegetable king- 
dom was totally abandoned, and the bowels of the 
earth were ranfacted for their deleterious contents, 
when the metallic fluid of quickſilver, combined with 
Poiſonous acids, extorted by chemical proceſſes from 


other pernicious minerals, aſſumed a reputation in 


the hands of the almoſt baffled faculty; which repu- 


tation this poiſonous drug acquired, by chaſing out 


an infectious taint by eating away the conſtitution. 
At this early period, when the V enereal Diſeaſe 
was both a peſtilence and a novelty, it is not to be 


wondered

wondered at, if the moſt deſperate 1 means were em- 
ployed, wh milder were unknown, to ſtop its ra- 
vages upon ſociety; and were the application of ſuch 


eftectual in ſubduing this complaint, their uſe would 
have been in ſome meaſure a choice of better terms to 
the afflicted, in as much as a broken conſtitution 1s 
not altogether ſo bad as a ſtinking, loathſome diſtem- 


per, that leads to the jaws of death, through a road 
of agony and torture: but in this deplorable ſituation, 
the unfortunate victim has not a certainty of having 


even the poor choice of a broken conſtitution, rid of 
the diſeafe, when he ſubmits to load his conſtitution 
with mercurial preparations. How many, after riſing 


out of the bed of ſalivation, have found all the ſymp- 
| toms, for which they ſubmitted to it, return, before 


the leaſt ſymptom of their ſtrength 3 who, after diſ- 


ſolving the fleſh upon which their ftrength ſubſiſted; 
exhauſting the ſpirits that compoſed them in their for- 
mer. malady, and having funk their conſtitution below 
the power of recovery, can neither breathe or ſwallow 


with eaſe, in conſequence of the foul ulcers that are 


conſuming their fauces and noſes; or ſleep with the 


pains that agoniſe their joints, and the nodes that diſ- 
figure and torture their legs and arms, and who if they 
ſtill have ſtrength to withſtand another mercurial 
drenching, oftener do it with a hope of getting rid,

by means of the cure, of a life they can no longer 


enjoy, than out of any confidence of being able to 
get rid of the diſeaſe, and furvive its ravages, and 


choſe of the former attempts to remove it: for when 
no other remedy offers, it is obvious, that a man in 
ſuch a predicament muſt prefer reſigning a burthenſome 
exiſtence, in an attempt of regaining health, to a life 


of agony and pain, attended with ſtench and diſeaſe. 


The fight of a human being in the height of a ſali- 
vation, is ; perhaps one of the moſt ſhocking to the 
feelings that can poſſibly be ſhewn. And were not 
the faculty callous, they would not fuffer the foree of 
prejudice to continue them in a practice that ſhocks 


humanity; few people ſee theſe ſpeCtacles ; ſecrecy 


and delicacy thut up the poor ſufferer from the eye 
of every one but his immediate friends, who have too 
much regard for him to expoſe him, by mentioning. 
what has ſhocked their feelings. What muſt be the 
feelings of the relatives of a man or woman, ſentenced 


to a fix weeks ſecluſion from ſociety, when they 


behold their limbs waſting within the ſtinking flannels 
that rap them up? If a man has once known the 


countenance of a patient, what feature is it poſſible 
for him to recogniſe, when, inſtead of the ruddy 


plumpneſs of health, the lively humour of the eye, 
une the ſocial volubility of the tongue, he meets the 


remains | 
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remains of the humay FI bn turned to a carica- 


ture of nature; two glaſſy inanimate objects fank 


into the ſcull, ſtand as mementos of the eyes; a tharp 
griſsly projection, ſheathed with a withered kin, 
ftands for the noſe; two hollow cheeks, ſucked by 


the breath into the ſpaces from whence the teeth were 


ſpit out, remain as the ruins of their former eomeli- 
gels the parched tongue lolling from the mouth, 
choakes the voice; like an half ſtrangled victim ſtolen 


from the gibbet. Occaſionally a. gulh of ſpittle is 
enlarged from the mouth, through which the eonſti- 
tution and the diſtemper, melted down together, are 
to be carried off. The faculty inured to ſuch ſights, 
from their earlieſt acquaintance with their profeſſions, 


behold; as the ſoldier does death, multitudes expire 


under tier hands; whoſe ths being regulated by 


their ART, as the Li is by PRECEDENT, Ihe injury 


done to the community is leſs in their opinion, than the 


injury that: muſt ariſe to a ſettled hy 77 em, Were they 70 
oY afide from a determined pornt.. 


That this is the caſe, we are warranted in faying, 
otherwiſe: the faculty would not be ſo united in 


favour of ſo deſtructive a ſyſtem; united, they are a 


formidable b body to contend with. When an indivi- 
dual enters the liſts; and aſſerts that he can relieve 
the unfortunate from the conſequences of ſuch inju-

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rious treatment, if he has not truth and experience on 
his ſide, he can do nothing; without their aid the con- 


fidence obtained in the public opinion, will be en 


ed into diſgrace. 


Tis therefore worthy the notice of the public, to 
pay a candid attention to what is advanced in ſo ma- 


terial a point, and in which falſehood can be fo eaſily 


detected. The ſupercilious contempt with which ſuch 


an attempt may be treated by the intereſted and un- 


candid part of the faculty, cannot diminiſh or take 


away the intrinſic efficacy of a medicine, the beſt and 


ſureſt ever found out, for eradicating the Venereal 


Diſtemper, though it may retard the progreſs of the 
benefits which it is capable of conferring upon the truly 


unfortunate. Even members of the faculty themſelves, 
who deviate from the eſtabliſhed practice, run a riſque 
of much cenſure from their brethren ; a man requires 
a certain reputation to enable hun to dare ſeem to think 


for himſelf. The great Sydenham, whoſe ſagacity has 


thrown much light upon phyſic, had the prejudices and 
intereſted views of his cotemporaries to contend with, 


| When that great man firſt broached his obſervations 
upon the ſmall- pox, and recommended cool treatment 


in that complaint, all the faculty exclaimed againſt 


him: but to-day do not all the faculty exclaim in his 
favour, with as much warmth as they had before 
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againſt him? The experience of above a century has 
proved how beneficial his N were in that diſ- 
eaſe; yet had he given up his ſentiments, and ſuffered 
* his judgment to be carried away by the torrent of the 
4 times, many lives, that have been ſince ſaved, would 
j have fallen victims to an obſtinate perſeverance | in an 
1 erroneous ſyſtem. 
= Mercury is adopted as the univerſal ſpecific for ſub- 
Auing this diſeaſe, We have already faid enough of 
KH its pernicious effects, as well as the uncertainty of it 
16 as an antidote, to convince any reaſonable perſon, that 
bj. {ſomething is wanting in the room of ſo pernicious a 
remedy: we aſſert that we are in poſſeſſion of that re- 
LI anedy; it is eaſy to detect us if we aſſert a falſehood.

The Venereal Diſtemper, which ſome authors with 
more ingenuity than authenticity, have divided into 
two diſtinct claſſes, differing in their own nature, is 
but one in itſelf, under different appearances. Which 
are a 3 or a running Clap, or elſe a Lues 
Henerea, or a Confirmed Pox.

Ihe firſt is that which confines itſelf immediately to 
the parts of generation in man and woman, and altho? 
the ſymptoms are pretty generally underſtood, yet we 
will here give ſuch a deſcription of them, as to diſtin- 
guiſh one from the other, when they are diſtinck; or 
as will prevent them being confounded with other 
complaints that have a ſtrong affinity with them in 
appearance and ſituation; particularly the remains 
of an ill cured clap, in either man or woman, which 
often happens in conſequence of the pernicious prac- 
tice of adminiſtring mercury in theſe complaints; with 
a ſtranguary, that is, a difficulty of, making urine, 
and obſtructions that ſtop the courſe of the urine, in 
men, with the fuor allus, or the whites in women. 
A clap then is a yellow, fœtid, difcharge from the: 


urethra in men, and the vagina in women. It com- 


mences on the third, or from that to the ninth, and 
| ſometimes to the twelfth day, after an impure con- 


neCtion. Its firſt, appearance is a white, viſcid, glu- 
tinous ſubſtance, oozing out from, the: privates, 
attended with an itching in the contiguous parts, and 
an increaſed moiſture : in this ſtage their is an uncom- 
mon ſenſation in making urine, juſt as if the cuſtomary, 


| feeling in making water was converted into a plea- if 
| ſurable ſenſation ; as the diſeaſe advances, what was 1 
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in the beginning whitiſh and viſcid, becomes thin, 


acrid, and yellow, and its evacuation becomes more 


copious; the mucous lining of the urethra, that was 
formerly a ſheath againſt the acrimony of the urine, 


being diſſolved by th e virulence of the ſpreading 1 Ton 


tection, an intenſe fcalding ſucceeds, whillt the urine 


is in its paſſage; which is often interrupted by the 


pain, being too inſufferable to be borne for any time; 
and when the evacuation is completed, after much 


miſery, the pain continues intenſe for a few ſeconds. 
The inflammation is ſo great at this period, that in- 


voluntary erections happen, more particularly at night, 


the penis being conſtricted with the internal ulcers 
from whence the matter, now feetid, iſſues in a copious 


manner : every effort of an involuntary erection be- 


comes. dreadful, for the yard is almoſt bent double 


by the e ee of theſe ulcers, and its diſpoſition 
to become erect, is like ſtretching out fleſh upon ten- 
ter-hooks to 5 it. The colour of the diſcharge 
now becomes green, and ſometimes from its corroſion, 
bloody; and the complaint itſelf, inſtead of being 
abated by the increaſed abundance of the fœtid mat- 
ter evacuated, that very abundance 1s but a ſymptom 
of the aggravated violence and inflammation of the 


diſeaſ I itſelf.

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Moſt of theſe ſymptoms are common to women, 


except that which they cannot have---the:chordee--- 
or the bent in the involuntary erections; however, 


they have an equivalent of miſery ; for often times 


the whole length of the vagina is infected, and the 


glands, they have within this membrane which were 


deſigned to furniſh a liquor, as well at all times, as 


at that of coition, being ſeized on by the diſeaſe, they 
ſwell, the orifice of their bladder be: 12 within the lips 


of then private parts, ſome of their urine in evacuating 
falls down upon the nymphe and lucunæ, which being 
inflamed and corroded, and the muccus matter that 


oozes from them in a healthy ſtate, being converted 
into a ſharp acrimonious liquor, an intenſe. pain and 
ſcalding enſues. 
Here is a diſeaſe in a high ate of influnanacion; 
which it is the common practice to ſubdue by mercu- 
rial doſes, a medicine which in itſelf has an inflam- 
matory tendency ; when it is obvious that it is the laſt 


| thing that ought to be applied to any fort of inflam- 


mation, if at all neceſſary, as inſtead of it, ſomething 
to abate the inflammation ought to be applied. on LG 

The obvious conſequences of a medicine which in- 
flames and relaxes at the fame time, are theſe :----It, 


in the firſt inſtance, weakens the ſtomach, produces

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pains in the bowels, whoſe tender fibrous coats it 


tears, and then often produces painful fluxes of blood 


by ſtool, which exhauſt and emaciate the habit, or elſe 


it runs off by the mouth in ſaliva; giving a foetid 


breath, intollerable to every perſon: Moſt of theſe 
effects happen betore the dijcaſe 1 in the urinary paſſage | 


is relieved. 


When the medicine approaches to operate thete, the 
ke frame mult be charged with it; its inflamma-_ 
tory power produces a ſwelling round the lips of the 


ulcers, which it hardens, and of courſe they can never 
beal up kindly, whereby hard lumps grow up in the 

urethra, that obſtruct the paſſage of the urine, and 

make it divide when diſcharging: Theſe are relieved 


by another ſevere remedy, Songies, an excruciating 
one, which do not always ſucceed: the proſtrate glands 
that lie in the urethra, for ſupplying it with a mu- 
cous liquor, become relaxed, and after the infection 
is gone, they diſcharge their contents in a copious 
manner, which debilitates, not only the parts of gene- 
ration, but alſo the whole conſtitution, beſides i injuring 


the memory: this is called a gleet, a ſure conſequence 


of all mercurial interference. Another ill conſequence 
is the injury done to the neck of the bladder, which 
in time loſes the power of retaining the water, a diſ- 
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eaſe which the too copious uſe of mercury in a clap;. 


will aſſuredly bring upon old age. | 
The ravages which mercury commits upon the 
parts of women 1s ſtill worſe ; they are ſo tender, and 
their veſſels ſo fine, that thoſe of the menſtrual eour- 
ſes being relaxed, diſcharge a white, ſometimes. a yel- 
low, and at times a greeniſh matter, from their half 
_ cloſed orifices, which it requires much ſagacity to 
diſtinguiſh from a venereal taint, and which flowing 


copioully after a free uſe of mercury, leaves the. prac+ 


titioner in doubt, whether he has ſubdued the gonor-. 
hea or not; and this diſcharge not only exhauſts: a 

woman, but expoſes her to frequent: — 
faintings, hyſterics; and which, ſeldom yielding to 


remedies, baffles all aid, till it terminates the woman's.
